MISDIRECTED ENERGY. 


W hile neither assailing nor defending 
the method adopted by the Legislature for 
the distribution of the hítate school books, 
because 
of overshadowing 
matters of 
greater concern regarding the school book 
system, we suggest to our vivacious con­ 
temporary, the San Francisco Post, that its 
sensational assaults upon the law come 
late. 
If the Port had kept its eyes open it 
would have been aware of the text and 
full meaning of the bill during all the 
weeks it was before the Legislature, and it 
should then haveentered more vigorous pro­ 
test against it, if it isas unwise as it m ain­ 
tains it to lie. 
There was demand for some 
m ethod additional to that of the “ revolv­ 
ing fund,” for many county authorities 
deliberately ignored that law. 
It^vas only 
by the exercise of the greatest vigilance, 
and the utmost devotion and urgency by 
the friends of the new school Ixiok system 
that the Legislature was prevented from 
doing it absolute harm —such was and is 
th e power of the book publishing syndi­ 
cates. 
This journal, which well nigh alone 
fought the battle for the new system when 
considered as an amendment to the Consti­ 
tution, and has been watchful of its inter­ 
ests from the outset, will acknowledge no 
influence more earnest for the preservation 
of that system. W herever and whenever 
assailed, the R e c o r d - U n io x will be found 
iefending it. 
Not all details have l>een 
planned, in carrying it out, that its friends 
deemed necessary, but as for minor defects 
we are content to put up w ith much, in 
rder to secure for the State 
school 
taxt-books a full and fair trial. 
If com­ 
binations of publishers, the venality of 
rings, the unreasoning animosity of a large 
- lass of teachers, and (lie cowardly doubt- 
n g o f weak friends can break down the 
system, it will lie done. “ There’sm illions 
in it ” for the liook rings, if the system can 
be crushed ; millions in it for the people 


o f California if the system can lie m ain­ 
tained. 
It will be maintained, if ¡C friends but 
tand together. 
We suggest to our San 
Francisco contemporary that the diver­ 
sions, such as its course tends to create, are 
precisely what the enemies of the system 
desire. 
If all details are not just now to 
its liking, let it await the assembling of 
mother Legislature for their correction. 
In^the meantime, its energies will he of 
greater service to the public if directed in 
resistance to the tactics and schemes of the 
common enemy. 
T hat opponent is in ­ 
dustrious in disseminating the idea that 
the new lext-liooks are ill compiled, below 
accepted standards, poorly printed and 
worse bound; that the cost to the State 
exceeds the revenue from them, and that 
:he people arc paying very dear for the 
new whistle. 
There are paid agents trav­ 
ersing the skate scattering abroad these 
untruths. 
\t the East the publishers are 
liligen! in circulating the story that the 
hole scheme of text books at «>st isa 
it iailurc here. 
T he Superintendent of 
N'hooK of our contemporary’s own city is 
an avowed enemy of the system, and has 
grossly assailed and misrepresented it. 
Let the Post forgo its side-bar anger, 
and unite with the frietuls of the text­ 
book system in rejwlling the assaults now 
b -ing made upon it front and rear. The 
distribution law is the law, and until a 
new Legislature assembles it must rem ain; 
'nit the enemies of the whole system from 
top to iottom are tíreles-, and secretlv 
working to cultivate a sentiment among 
the jieople antagonistic to it. 
They must 
be beaten, exposed and driven back, unless 
we are content t hat the school-book leeches 
shall again fasten upon every county and 
city Board of Education, manipulate local 
politics, corrupt our teachers, disburse coin 
among officials in bribery, and succeed in 
forcing California again to pay a half, 
uillion of tribute annually to the Eastern 
book syndicates. 


DISTINCTION WITHOUT DIFFERENCE. 


A party lias Irecn arrested in this city 
for selling bogus lottery tickets, and the 
evidences of his guilt have liccn found 
among his baggage and efleets. 
The man 
■ought to go scot-free. 
He should have 
public sympathy, for tiie jicrson who buys 
a bogus lottery ticket is less swindled, put 
in less danger by the allurem ents of temp­ 
tation and the hojie of “ getting even"— 
indeed, is altogether less injured than he 
who buys a genuine ticket. But, seriously, 
since genuine lottery tickets are under the 
ban of the law, have no standing in Court, 
will not sustain an action for recovery of 
money called for upcn their face, subjects 
their sellers to criminal punishment, and 
are outlawed hv Constitution and code, it 
is not exactly clear to laymen why anv 
one should lie held guilty of counterfeiting 
that which it is unlawful to make or 
1 Hisses.-. 


But the real merriment, the broad laugh, 
the guffaw in this m atter comes in here— 
men are openly expo-ing and selling genu­ 
ine lottery tickets in this city, in brazen 
defiance of Constitution and statute, and 
the -ame officials who ¡icuiice down upon 
the peddler of the counterfeit tickets are 
absolutely blind to the fact. 
W ill some 
Wteoacre oblige a bewildered public by ex­ 
plaining the official strabismus that makes 
a police departm ent and jioliee with sound 
eves in their heads and ordinary braini— 
presumably—also, see around, over and 
under the genuine tieket^eller, of whom 
they probablv buy their cigars and period­ 
ical literature, and perceive the fraudulent 
one who offends secretly* The man, Orr, 


is not so guilty as certain cigar merchants, 
ífuitiers, news-dealers and others, who 
openly and notoriously violate the law, 
and make no concealment whatever of the 
fact. 
As lietween the peddler of the coun­ 
terfeit ticket, who at least spends his ill- 
got gains here, and the peddler of the gen­ 
uine ticket, who carts the proceeds off to 
New Orleans, public sym pathy should go 
out to Orr. 
Wc suggest th at out of the 
sym pathy of common kinship the “respect­ 
able” sellers of lottery tickets, the genteel 
violators of the Criminal Code, raise a 
purse to rescue poor Orr from the clutches 
of the law and a discrim inating police 
force. 
It ought to be good Lord or good 
devil, one or the other in this ease, hut not 
both. 


MORE COMPLAINTS. 


T he Interstate Commerce Commission is 
now officially advised through the State 
D epartm ent that the effect of free-trade 
Democratic State protection by the inter­ 
state commerce law has greatly reduced 
our exports to Canada. 
I t is added : 
England is sccuriug the trade thus lost, owing 
to the inability of the Am erican shipper to 
know w hat through rates are. The Canadian 
railw ays cannot yet give through rates over 
their own and connecting Am erican lines, and 
shippers are consequently unw illing to let their 
goods go to the frontier, not knowing w hat 
further delivery to iuland or seaboard points 
w ill cost. 
A U nited States commercial agent in 
Canada writes to the State Department, 
saying: 
A settlem ent m ust shortly lie arrived at or our 
com m erce will receive such dam age that it will 
take years to regain the lost trade and prestige 
which we now enjoy in this country. To ex ­ 
em plify : A ease has just come under my notice 
o f a Canadian m erchant who tried to m ake a 
purchase of California goods am ounting to aliout 
£10,000, but he had to give it up on account of 
the inability of the Am erican railw ays to m ake 
him a freight rate, and consequently purchased 
elsew here : and in some eases where shipm ents 
have gone out, rates have been so m uch higher 
th an before the passage of the bill th at they 
have absorbed all profits and discouraged ship­ 
pers from repeating th eir consignments. The 
increase has been from 20 to lflo per cent, above 
the old rates, which is a bad condition off a (lairs, 
w hile prices rem ain the same. 
All which is precisely as was predicted. 
11 is useless to exclaim th at the result is 
chargeable to the railroads, since they 
“m ight” make local rates rule level with 
competitive rates, for it has been demon­ 
strated th at this cannot lie done, the meas­ 
ure of value of the service not being the 
through 
or long haul tariff. 
Fixed 
charges, those necessary w hether two tons 
or ten tons move, do not vary with the 
amount of business done, and hence it is 
that the price of through transportation 
is not necessarily the measure of its value 
or cost. Through business goes at low 
rates because, first, waterways and com­ 
peting carriers fix the rate, and secondly, 
because increased business employes the 
surplus energy of the carrier, aud develops 
local business. 
As the Louisville Covrier- 
Joumal puts it •• 
Additional purchasers give additional value 
to the advertising space in a newspaper, just as 
the additional business secured by the railroad 
builds up traffic of all kinds, or, us they say, 
develops trallic. By nam ing a low rate for coal 
to Louisville, the railroad keeps the m ines 
ojien all the year, gives constant employm ent to 
the miners, and furnishes local enterprises with 
cheap fuel. 


DISPOSAL OF 
GARBAGE. 


The San Francisco authorities are exer­ 
cised over the disposal of the garbage of 
the city. 
If it is dumped upon land out­ 
side the city the people residing near by 
soon have the spot declared a public 
nuisance ; if it is dumped into the bay it 
shoals the waters of the harbor. The Alta 
proposes the only wise plan, the cremation 
of the waste. 
This has long been prac­ 
ticed in Europe aud in some parts of our 
own country w ith great success. 
Ashes 
and cinders our contemporary would re­ 
quire to be kept in separate vessels, and 
not mingled with vegetable refuse and 
slops. 
The former are excellent for road­ 
ways, the latter should lie burned. This 
can he done by the garbage company that 
now receives the waste and sorts it over, 
and it would pay the conijianv well to do 
so. 
The Alta cites the experience of 
Montreal, where this disposal of garbage 
is practiced, and is so successful th at no 
one ever thinks of abandoning it. W hat is 
true there may be made true here. 
Sacra­ 
mento is wasteful in her present disposal 
of garbage. 
If every household was re­ 
quired to keep its refuse in barrels, it can 
lie delivered to a company th at will find 
profit in disposing of it as suggested. 
One 
of the chief causes ol' filth diseases is 
the exposed heaps of decaying vegetable 
and anim al matter. 
Nowhere should this 
be tolerated. 
The great mass of the m at­ 
ter will burn over its own fuel, and a few 
hundred dollars will construct a furnace. 
If ordinances required all garbage to be 
kept in barrels and removed at least twice 
a week, and all burial of such m atter in 
the earth were forbidden, and creamation 
of the refuse required, a very important 
step in sanitary science would be taken, 
aud the public health be thereby promoted. 
As the Alta says: 
D. is indeed strange tliat public discussion of 
the bad sanitary effect of hum an interm ent 
shouid have been so effective as to popularize 
crem ation, while we still take the bodies or parts 
of bodies of anim als other than m an and cast 
them uncovered upon the earth or throe them 
into tin- waters, from w hich Come precisely 
such unwholesom e exhalations as we seek lb 
avoid by crem ating the hum an subject. 


* IT LOCALIZES ALL BUSINESS." 


A contemporary in a flourishing .South­ 
ern city thus speaks of the effect of Section 
■1—the long and short haul clause— of the 
interstate commerce law. 
The expression, 
“ it localizes all business,” is novel, strong 
aud exceedingly expressive: 
W hatever m ay be the effect of oilier portions 
oi the Act, this fourth section localizes all busi­ 
ness. It ham per- enterprise, it increases the 
cost of tran.qiortation. and it works exactly con­ 
trary to that system of active com petition be­ 
tw een railroads, cities and Products which has 
broken down all harriers, natural or artificial, 
to absolutely free com m ercial intercourse be­ 
tw een the States. It imposes a tax on the in­ 
dustrial energies of our people, and is in direct 
antagonism to the spirit of which v.c exjHs t so 
m uch in carrying on the developm ent of the 
South. 


Ix an article entitled, “ Shall we Be­ 
come a City?” the Los Angeles Herald 
says: 
We shall not be able to go on forever collect­ 
ing rents and putting them all into our pockets. 
Many happy ventures have been made in the 
real property of Los Angeles. The usulruct 
Irom m ch investm ents is in m any instances 
enorm ous. We uius#m akc up onr m inds to take 
a m onth's rent now and then and put them 
back in the property in such a way as will 
hedge our investm ents, and still further en­ 
hance their values. This will be licst done in 
ch tliing our queenly city in such garm ents as 
befit her station among the cities o f the land. 
Every word of which applies witlt equal 
force to Saerameuto and to every other 
city in the State. 
We need to add a good 
deal more to investm ent in order to reap 
vastly greater reward for the capital. 
In 
the _:atter of street-grading, sidewalk 
building, avenue adornment and a score of 
other things, the people can spend more 
money than they do with the iiositive as­ 
surance of its return, bearing much in­ 
crease upon its back, to say nothing of 
local pride and personal gratification.

O ra n g e -G ro w in g in C e n tra l a n d N o rth e rn 
C o u n ties o f th e S ta te . 
In a recent letter to the New York 
Tribune upon California fruits, by líen. C. 
Truman, he says : 
There were 35 out of the 50 counties in 
1886 in which could be seen bearing orange 
trees, 953,387 in all. and of this number 
Los Angeles county liad 729.865; Sait Ber­ 
nardino county, 214,531; Santa Barbara, 
10,379, and San Diego county, 5,571. These 
four counties, with San Luis Obispo, con 
stitute what is properly called semi-tropi 
ca> California, and from which will be 
shipped during the present season to the 
East 3,000 carloads of the precious fruit, 
2,700 carloads Laving been shipped during 
the season commencing December 15,1885, 
and ending May 31, 1886. 
These oranges 
are in their best flavor from the 1st of 
April to the 1st of May. Just at present 
the trees are in bud, blossom, green and 
ripe fruit—a beautiful sight, indeed. The 
orange is a noble and bardv fruit and does 
well in Solano, Sonoma, Sacramento and 
other central counties, and even away up 
in Trinity and Tehama counties, and at 
the base of Shasta itself. 
Butte county, 
which is well up in the Sierra Nevada 
mountains, has 7,000 bearing trees, and 
Placer, another m ountain county, 7,799 
trees which have never yet suffered much 
from frost. 
There is a famous orange tree in Butte 
county that blossoms every year and puts 
forth some of the finest and 'sweetest fruit 
even in snowy weather, and sometimes 
bears so heavily that it has to be proped up 
with dozens of fence rails or other timbers. 
It is really one of the horticultural wonders 
of the State, and stands alone at Btdwell’s 
Bar, several miles from Oroville, the 
county seat of Butte. Bidwell’s Bar was 
once a famous mining camp, where Gen­ 
eral Bidwell, once a member of Congress, 
discovered gold in fabulous quantities: but 
the town at last decayed, as the ” diggins ” 
became worked out. The tree was planted 
in 1859 with a single seed which had been 
brought from Acapulco, Mexico. 
It is 16 
inches in diameter, 25 feet in height, and 
23 feet through the branches. At one time 
in February, 1862, the thermometer at Bid- 
well’s Bar marked 21°. and the foliage was 
covered with a sleet for two days, but it 
blossomed in the month following and bore 
a fine lot of fruit in December, and the tree 
again got covered with sleet and snow, but 
sustained no injury. Since then, in another 
year, the mercury at Bidwell’s Bar went 
down to 25°, 24°, and 23° three days 
in succession. The ground it stands on was 
“made," and is very rich. 
This tree has 
produced 
in a single year over 3,000 
oranges. Ripe lruit has been plucked from 
it in fine condition while snow was lying 
upon the ground. 
Snow frequently falls 
at that place, situated high in the Sierras, 
but the orange belt in the neighborhood of 
Oroville is free front frosts and snows. At 
Marysville the Bidwell Bar tree has a mate, 
which was planted in that city by a man 
named Nightingale. The tree is large ami 
a good producer, although it is not as good 
as the tree at Bidweli’s Bar. 
Fourteen years ago Dennis H. Dunn, 
who has been gathered home to dwell in 
that mansion not made by hum an hands, 
planted an orange tree a few feet east of his 
dwelling, on Back street, Shasta. The plant 
was set in a hole about four feet in diam 
eter, and mostly sunk in bed rock, dug out 
by W in. H. Dunn. The tree received no 
special attention, but was once topped. 
It 
now stands thirteen feet high and is limbed 
from top to ground, and every limb is 
loaded with nice, bright, thin-skin oranges, 
a picture of tropical beauty in the foothills, 
witlt snow-crowned Mount Shasta in the 
background. This tree has this year borne 
500 lair-sized oranges, 150 of which have 
been picked off. 
B. B. True has in his yard, corner of 
Fourth and Ivy streets, Chico, Butte coun­ 
ty, one of the finest orange trees In that 
section of the country. The tree is about 
20 years old, but was planted in its present 
location only ten years ago. 
It was taken 
front Marysville, and as it has been trans­ 
planted several times it Las never borne 
well until this year. 
I.ast season it had 
only four oranges, but this year it has over 
200. The fruit is large, juicy and fine- 
ilavored. 
On the farm of H. G. Soule, three miles 
from Sacramento, between the upper and 
lower Stockton roads, is an orange tree 
which was only set out about eighteen 
m onths ago, and which has now on it some 
twenty large oranges. Mr. Soule thinks 
Sacramento is as good a place for oranges 
as any other in the State. 
Several of the oldest trees in Auburn, 
Placer county, yield annually from 1,500 
to 2,000 oranges each. James W heeler, 
whose foot-hill farm lies about five miles 
south of Oroville, near W yandotte, has en­ 
tered on a plan to make his ranch one of 
the most valuable in the State. His farm 
consists of gently-sloping foot-hid land, 
and he and his three energetic sons are 
clearing off 100 acres of their best laud, 
upon which they intend to plant 10,000 
orange trees. Mr. W heeler has sixty large 
orange trees, upon which he has raised as 
fine oranges as have ever been grown in the 
central portion of the State. These trees 
have paid him well, and he logically con­ 
cludes that if one acre will pay $100 one 
hundred acres will in proportion. As fine 
a box of oranges as I ever saw grew on his 
place two years ago. 
The influence of the orange is a most im ­ 
portant factor in promoting emigration. 
The fruit itself is inviting to the eye and 
delicious to the palate, and its presence is 
suggestive of sunny skies and pleasant 
land. 
This golden sphere is the very 
touchstone of the boomers ot choice acres, 
and it is fragrant with perfect advertising 
advantages that neither the vine nor the fig 
tree actually possesses. During the times 
when families are gathered "together in 
Eastern homes, with the snow many feet, 
deep about them, comes the orange with 
its tale of sunny lands and cloudless skies. 
Orange groves and orange blossoms are 
full of pleasant suggestions, and the home 
of the orange is the Eden of dwellers in 
northerly climes.

Following is the special bulletin for April 
issued front the Signal Service Corps Head­ 
quarters at San Francisco : 
The num ber of days on which rain fell 
during April was slightly in exi-ess of the 
usual number, although the rainfall was 
not large. Rain fell in Northern California 
on the 6th, 7th, 8tli, 9th, 12th, 13th, 2Uth 
and 29th : in Southern California on the 
7th, 9th, 10th, 11th, 14th, 15th and 30th ; in 
Oregon and W ashington Territory on the 
1st, 2d, 4th, 5th. 6th, 7th. 10th, 12th, Kith, 
19th, 20th, 21st, 28th and 29th. Two storms 
accompanied by dangerous winds were 
traced during the month. The first passed 
from the ocean to the east over British 
Columbia on the 1st and 2d, causing high 
winds on the coast of W ashington Terri­ 
tory ; the second appeared off' the northern 
coast of California, on the 8th, and passed 
to the southeast,'accompanied by severe 
gales and a copious rainfall overCalifornia. 
Temperature—The tem perature during 
the month was about normal in all the Pa­ 
cific coast districts. The most m arked de­ 
partures were 
as follows: 
Above the 
norm al—San Diego, Io; Yuma, I o; Red 
Bluff, 1.1°. Below the norm al—Port A n­ 
geles, 1.7°; Spokane Falls, Io; Roscburg, 
1.1°; Keeler, 1.7°. 
Rainfall—The rainfall for the month was 
about the average rainfall for April in all 
districts. A slight deficiency occurred in 
the extreme northern portion of California 
and in the vicinity of Puget Sound. 
Else­ 
where the rainfall was slightly above the 
normal. The following table shows in 
detail the am ount of rain for the month, 
and for the season up to May 1st:

LOCAL INTELLIGENCE, 


T ram ps in W ashington. 
The nine tramps convicted in the Police 
Court of vagrancy on W ednesday, but al­ 
lowed to go on their promising to leave the 
city, made their way ac ross the bridge to 
W ashington at once, and there became ex­ 
ceedingly disagreeable. They visited Con­ 
stable From m elt’s store and' saloon,' and 
while that gentleman was drawing the beer 
they ordered, he heard one of them operat­ 
ing at his till. H e returned into the saloon 
and examined it, having seen one of the 
men remove his hand from it as he came 
in. 
A small sum of money was taken, and 
a bottle of liquor. There was not a man in 
sight on the street, and as he did not care 
to attem pt an arrest against the whole 
party, he contented him self by getting rid 
ot them as soon as possible. Subsequently 
he arrested one of them for bothering an 
old tinsm ith who lives over there, and in 
Justice Bright’s Court yesterday morning 
the fellow was convicted of vagrancy and 
sentenced to 90 days in the county jail, but 
the com m itm ent was withheld to give him 
opportunity to leave town, and he came to 
Sacramento. 
Dan. Fayhe, who has been a 
nuisance in W ashington for a long time, 
and only latterly finished a term of im ­ 
prisonment, received a sim ilar sentence 
and like conditions. lie attempted to com­ 
pel the Constable to open the lock-up the 
night before and release the other individ­ 
ual. Some of the party of tramps got into 
serious trouble with citizens yesterday inorn- 
:ng, anil one of them stooii a good chance 
of being pum m eled to death but for From- 
mell s interference. They all concluded 
the place had become unpleasantly dis- 
agrreabie, and took their departure, three 
returning to this city. The tinsm ith re­ 
ferred to above has a hard time of it with 
the tramps. 
He is generous, and, acting 
upon lhat fact, the light-baggage gentry 
have posted ut various places frequented 
by them in this city and vicinity, “ Go to 
W ashington and tap the tinker." He pays 
iwo hit-- " 
The brush back of W ashing­ 
ton is full of vagrants and thieves, several 
c a m p having been established, and they 
consider it an excellent home. Van Kleek 
went there for harborage when he escaped 
from the county jail, but they “ gave him 
away” for the reward. 


1 he Granger»’ Picnic. 
T he Grangers’ annual picnic was held at 
Beach s Grove, eight miles down the river, 
yesterday. 
W hen it is said there was an 
immense crowd present, the idea of the 
size of the assemblage is but feebly con­ 
veyed. Such a gathering of sturdy, well- 
to-do, cheerful-looking and self-contented 
people is only seen at the Grangers' re­ 
unions. They cante from all parts of the 
county, some traveling fifty miles to attend. 
T he collection of vehicles and horses was 
nearly as great as that of people. The 
grove was literally filled with these in­ 
strum ents of transportation. The day was 
delightful, and the arrangements complete 
in every detail, the music of the Artillery 
band never better, the people in the hap­ 
piest frame of mind, the games numerous, 
largely engaged in and hotly contested.

other at any other time. At these reunions 
they have some hours free from all busi­ 
ness cares to calmly debate questions of 
m utual interest; and whoever was obser­ 
vant yesterday at Beach's Grove must have 
noticed that (iiey lose no time. The en­ 
vironment is all of happy conditions, the 
air is full ot light-heartedness and joy, and 
men by the surroundings are made cordial, 
broad-minded, liberal and courteous, who, 
in close business walks may he reserved, 
sharp and angular. 
Yesterday's picnic 
was a great success, and to the many city 
people who attended a decided treat, and 
they owe the Grangers a debt of gratitude 
for originating and conducting it. 


B o g u s L o t t e r y T i c k e t s . 
The police have received information

The culture of the olive is a branch of 
the fruit-growing industry which is yet in 
its infancy on this coast, but we believe 
that in a lev,-v ears it will become one of 
the most important, as well as profitable, 
fields of horticultural enterprise with us, 
as it is at present with many countries in 
the south of Europe, whose chief revenue 
is derived from the export of olive oil and 
pickled olives. 
The olive tree is distinguished for its 
great longevity and vitality. A tree in the 
garden ot the Vatican, at Rome, is said to 
be a thousand years old. During the Greek 
revolution the Turks cut down the olive 
trees and burned over the stumps, with the 
result that three years thereafter the shoots 
from the scarred stumps commenced to 
give a crop. 
It has generally been supposed that the 
olive rather prefers a rocky and somewhat 
barren soil. In Europe it certainly nour­ 
ishes in places where a cactus would hardly 
grow, but Major Utt says it is a great mis­ 
take to presume that the olive can be grown 
011 barren soil without fertilizers. 
Use 
manure liberally, and use it to an extreme 
degree, to supplant the lack of irrigation. 
The olive is a voracious feeder, and will 
appropriate enough plant food during the 
months of winter moisture to carry the 
‘tree through the dry summer season, pro­ 
vided there is an abundant food supply 
ready for storage and assimilation. The 
Mission is generally recommended for oil 
and the European olive for pickling. The 
latter, also, is preferable for propagation, as 
the small liuibs will serve for cuttings, and 
will root where a Mission cutting will fail. 
European olives ripen two months in ad­ 
vance of the Mission olives. Trees should 
be planted in an orchard, and cuttings in a 
nursery, l ’lant no less than thirty-six feet 
apart, or you will regret it in after years; 
remember in planting that the olive root is 
more sensitive to exposure than the orange. 
The olive is easily budded or grafted, as 
there is no trouble in obtaining varieties. 
Small, one-year-old trees can be bought for 
twenty-five cents or less each. The roots 
of trees should always be puddled before 
shipping, and great care taken against ex­ 
posure. The business of propagating the 
trees should be left to tlie nurserymen, ex­ 
cept in a case where a party cannot afford to 
buy trees. 
When it comes to profits, olive growers 
can show figures which should satisfy the 
most exacting. Ma jor Utt has an olive or­ 
chard of twenty-five beaiii g trees, planted 
in orchard seven years, to include 1880; the 
product from ten of them la3t year was 750 
gallons of olives. He sold the surplus crop 
at forty cents per gallon, casks furnished, of 
$12 per tree. 
Fifty gallons of average crop 
to the tree at twelve years from the plant­ 
ing of the orchard would be a low estimate, 
and this amount would make six and a 
quarter gallons of oil. Ellwood Cooper 
gets $10 a gallon for his oil. Increased 
production will lower the wholesale price 
to $f per gallon, or at the lowest, $25 per 
tree, equal to $900 per acre. 
Allow one- 
half for expenses and interest on invest­ 
ment, and you have the neat sum of $450 
per acre as net profit. Mr. Loop has been 
offered 80 cents a gallon for all the pickled 
olives he can prepare for market. 
Of the great future which awaits the 
culture of the olive on this coast there can 
be no doubt. 
We are still in the experi­ 
mental stage. In fact, olive culture stands 
about where the raisin industry did ten 
years ago.—Sait Joaquin Valley Resources.

D o m estic “ A lfa lfa s” F ain ted off as th e 
True F oreign Stnfl’. 
W ashington. M ay 5th.— Assistant Secre­ 
tory Maynard has instructed the customs 
officers to see that domestic cigars exported 
for the purpose of being reimported are 
not admitted to entry under the provisions 
of Section 2500, but to require them to be 
turned over to the Collectors of Internal 
Revenue for such procedure as may be 
found expedient under the internal reve­ 
nue laws. This action is based upon in­ 
formation that a system exists of sending 
cigars manufactured in San Francisco to 
British Columbia and then returning them 
to San Francisco, under the provisions of 
Section 2500 of 
the Revised Statutes. 
They are then stamped with custom stamps 
bearing the words “ Domestic Cigars—Re­ 
imported.” A good market for these cigars 
is found in St. Louis, where they are 
usually sold as imported cigars. Purchas­ 
ers see" the import stamps, but fail to notice 
the inscription thereon.
